The Prince Georges County School Board on May 25 
voted to consider a proposal by the Beltway Plaza Develop¬ 
ers to exchange the school bus-service lot property on 
Greenbelt Road for acreage on University Boulevard at 
Metzerott Rd., known as Monte’s golf course. Sidney 
Brown, president of Beltway Plaza Developers, told the 
News Review that he has already purchased and completed 
settlement on the golf course tract, since the owners had 
refused to give him an extended option on the property. 


COUNCIL SEEKS QUICK RESPONSE 
ON ALL REFERENDUM DECISIONS

At a special meeting* on June 29, the Greenbelt City 
Council approved a letter to be sent to the school board 
requesting prompt negotiations over an exchange of the 
North End and Center School sites. Council will prepare 
for these negotiations at a July 5 worksession. 


Currently a feasibility study 
of the possible land swap is be¬ 
ing conducted by the school sys¬ 
tem staff. The Greenbelt City 
Council has also directed the Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board to review 
the matter. 

The idea of negotiating a land 
swap was initiated by Brown over 
three years ago as a way to 
solve the erosion and sedimen¬ 
tation problems created by the 
steep embankment along the east 
end of the Beltway Plaza Shop¬ 
ping Center. To eliminate these 
problems, the slope requires ex¬ 
tensive grading of the school 
board lot atop the embankment 
Erosion Problem 

Since the imd-l96Q’&, severe 
erosion and sedimentation prob¬ 
lems stemming from the almost 
perpendicular embankment has 
plagued Brown, president of 
First National Realty Corpora¬ 
tion, developers of the shopping 
center. Various corrective mea 
sures employed at the time were 
considered inadequate by th® 
State Department of Water Re¬ 
sources (DWR). In 1972 the 
Prince Georges County Circuit 
Court ordered First National 
Realty to complete corre ‘ ve 
work designed by the firm s en¬ 
gineering consultants, intensive 
and costly corrective work, in¬ 
cluding structural and vegetative 
stabilization of the entire east¬ 
ern embankment, were accom 
plished. First National Realty 
also obtained an easement from 
the Board of Education along the 
western edge of the bus lot to 
construct a catch basin wich 
pipes running down the slope to 
ensure proper drainage. 

Following completion of the 
work, DWR officials appeared 
satisfied that the slope had been 
stabilized. However, in October 
1985 First National Realty was 
cited again by the DWR for sedi¬ 
ment pollution. The firm was 
ordered to eliminate all sediment 
from the slope and to outline 
a plan to bring about this re¬ 
sult. In response, Brown pro 
posed negotiating a land swap. 

Brown told the News Review 
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recently, “We can’t solve the 
problem as long as the bus loc 
sits on top of the slope. How 
can you grade something stand¬ 
ing up straight? Witnout the 
bus lot, no matter what we do 
the slope will erode again.” 
Brown lamented that when he 
spent over $600,000 in the 1970’s 
to meet the state’s requirements, 
he knew it wouldn't work. ‘You 
can’t take mud and make cement 
out of it,” he said. 

Hopeful that a trade could be 
realized, DWR officials, and lat¬ 
er the newly created Maryland 
Department of Environment, 
which assumed responsibility for

In a letter to 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld, Plogman 
requested that the council inform 
the school board “of the city’s 
views regai ding the impact of 
such a trade.” Council at its 
June 19 meeting referred the 
matter to the Advisory Planning 
Board for review and comments. 

At the APB meeting on June 
21, Celia Wilson, City Planning 
and Development Coordinator 
briefed members about the long 
standing erosion problems on the 
embankment adjacent to Beltway 
Plaza and about the plaza own¬ 
er’s interest in acquiring the 
school board bus lot to use the 
site for additional parking.

These actions follow the ap¬ 
proval by voters of both bond 
ordinances on the June 27 ref¬ 
erendum ballot. Center School 
was selected as the preferred 
site for the city’s new commun¬ 
ity center in the advisory ques¬ 
tion. Assuming a satisfactory 
agreement can bo worked out be¬ 
tween the city, the county, th 
school board and the state Board 
of Public Works, the city will 
tiansfer the North End site to 
the school board for construction 
of a new elementary school.

City 
Manager James K, Giese said 
that at the July 10 regular meet¬ 
ing he will be recommending em¬ 
ployment of a design engineer/ 
planner for the park. 

The desire for prompt action 
was shared by council member 
Thomas X. White, who urged 
attention to three issues relat¬ 
ing to the community center:

negotiations with the school 
board, resolution of county issues 
and establishing 

a community center. 

Council member Antoinette M. 
Bram asked Giese to determine 
whether citizens could obtain 
parts of North End School, such 
as bricks or items from the in¬ 
terior, before the property is 
transferred to the county. 

Citizen Comments 

Several citizens took the op¬ 
portunity to comment on the 
referendum results. Barbara Si¬ 
mon of Citizens for the North 
End Center (CNEC) said that 
despite that group’s disappoint¬ 
ment that North End was not 
chosen for the community cen¬ 
ter, “we are delighted that the 
vote overwhelmingly confirms 
.. . . (that) Greenbelt needs and 
wants a community center.” 

Simon said that the inter- 
generational concept proposed 
for North End is still valid and 
urged council to include senior 
daycare and drop-in centers, child 
daycare or preschool programs 
and a center for the visual and 
performing arts in the new com¬ 
munity center. She urged council 
to “get to work” now that the 
bond issue has been approved. 

Eileen Peterson was also dis¬ 
appointed with the vote to house 
the community center at Center. 
She said that “I believe that the 
1937 planned community is now 
dismantled. . . .” Peterson sug¬ 
gested that council contact the 
County Executive to see how his 
proposed woodland conservation 
policy could be used to maintain 
a green belt at the new school 
to be built in the North End. 

Liane Holder of Research Road 
urged council to try to keep the 
wooded buffer around the North 
End site as deep and thick as 
possible. Bram said she planned 
to request that each tree lost 
on the site be replaced, and “not 
with infant trees.” 

Rodney Roberts criticized the 
entire referendum process and 
charged that the information 
provided by the city was “one¬ 
sided and very biased.” 

Ruth Kastner urged everyone 
to work together to develop the 
best community center and 
school while minimizing the loss 
of green space. She asked coun¬ 
cil to try to save a few acres of 
the North End site for the city.

To the Editor: 

The citizens of Greenbelt, 
based on such information as 
was made available to them, 
have decided. There will be a 
new school building at North 
End and the city will assume 
ownership of the building which 
has heretofore been the Green¬ 
belt Center School. The “plan¬ 
ned community,” whose Depres¬ 
sion-era advertisements all em¬ 
phasized the importance of chil¬ 
dren and their enviionment, is 
all but abandoned. 

I predict that within a very 
few years all seven acres of the 
North End site that are presently 
forest will be developed. The 
erstwhile Center School will prove 
so costly to maintain that the 
city will decide to maximize the 
rent to commercial businesses. 
Since Greenbelt is so cloistered, 
it will be difficult to attract 
paying customers. Access to (and 
through Greenbelt will be ex¬ 
panded. Parking will become a 
problem. Since the school will 
be so far away, the Youth Cen¬ 
ter won’t really be needed, as 
such. 

In the interest of making our 
children happier (in the sense 
that a raccoon is happy on the 
highway) Ridge Road will be ex¬ 


tended to Kenilworth in the 
west, through the new amuse¬ 
ment park (parkland, right in 
Parcel 1, to connect with the BW 
Parkway.

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Pediatric Predicaments

PEDIATRICIANS AND THE TELEPHONE 

Pediatricians spend most of their professional time on the telephone. This is often very help¬ 
ful to parents, because most pediatric problems are not serious and can be resolved quickly and 
inexpensively without an office visit. I consider telephone consultations a useful and necessary 
part of my service to my patients, and I do not charge for them. 

During the many years I have been in practice. I have categorized a few types of consulta¬ 
tions I would rather do without! Some of those are listed below. 

1) Heading the list, by far, is the BUSY SIGNAL. When I finally get through to the caller, 
she usually greets me with “What took you so long?” 

(If you put in a call to your doctor after office hours or on holidays, try to stay off the phone un- 
tii he/she calls back.) 

2) NO ANSWER. I usually call back a few minutes after the call comes in (as soon as I can 
get to the phone); but some parents cannot wait, and almost as soon as they put the phone down 
they decide to rush the child to an emergency room — where they have to wait many hours to 
be seen, and receive many time-consuming, painful, expensive, and often unnecessary tests be¬ 
fore being sent home. 

(Most situations are not life-threatening, and can wait a few minutes until the doctor calls back. 
However, if your child has a true emergency, DON’T waste time putting in a call to the doctor, 
but rush the child to an emergency room, and let them contact the doctor if necessary.) 

3) ARGUMENT: Some parents have made up t^eir minds about what they want the doctor to say 
and do, and if the doctor says the “wrong” thi ig, they start an argument: 

Parent (P) : “My baby swallowed a dime. What should I do?” 

Doctor (D) : “Is he choking, gasping, or showing any other symptoms?” 

P: “No, he appears to be fine.” 

D: “Good! Forget the Whole thing. The coin must have reached the stomach. It has no sharp 
edges, it is chemically inert. It can cause no harm.” 

P: But shouldn't he get an x-ray of the stomach? 

D: “Why subject him to unnecessary radiation? If he has no obvious swallowing or breathing 

difficulties, the coin must have reached the stomach, and no danger can come to him, 

P: “But my neighbor’s child swallowed a watch battery and her doctor sent her immediately 
for an x-ray. 

D: “A battery is entirely different. The acid in it can erode the stomach wall, and cause a per¬ 
foration. 

P. “But . . .” This can go on forever. 

(I welcome questions and suggestions — but if I give you a reasonable explanation for my diag¬ 
nosis and course of action, please accept it gracefully.) 

4) THE ANTIBIOTIC LOVER: 

P: “Hortense has a cold again. Would you prescribe some penicillin?” 

D: “Colds are caused by viruses. Penicillin would not help.” 

P: “You prescribed penicillin last month.” 

D: “Hortense had pneumonia last month. That is usually caused by a bacterium. Penicillin 
kills bacteria but not viruses. Give her some fever medicine, lots of liquids, and rest. She will be 
fine in a few days.” 

P: “But what if she gets pneumonia again?” 

D: “Hortense is not a sickly child. Most colds go away by themselves. If She develops pneu¬ 
monia again, we shall deal with it then.” 

(Frequent, needless use of antibiotics is harmful.) 

5) NON-EMERGENCY CALLS: 

11 p.m. “This is Dr. Aronfy, Mrs. Worried, my answering service told me that you called.” 

P: “My baby has had a runny nose for three weeks and I want to bring him in sometime. What 
are your office hours? 

(Please limit your after-hours calls to urgent matters.) 

6) THE VACILLATOR: 

P: My baby is vomiting and has a high fever.” 

D: “Bring her in right away.” 

P: “But the baby does not seem to be that sick.” 

D: “Very well, I shall prescribe suppositories against vomiting and fever, and you keep forc¬ 
ing fluids so she does not become dehydrated. Then call me in a few hours with a progress 
report, and we shall see.” 

P: But if my baby suddenly throws up a lot, might she not get dehydrated, and if she continues 
to run a high fever, might she not have a sudden convulsion?” 

D: “That’s very true. So bring her in right away.” 

P: “But my husband isn’t home and I don’t have a car. The child is drinking well, and urinat¬ 
ing freely. Maybe I ought to wait and see.” 

(Make up your mind!) 

7) THE NAME GAME: The mother of Homer Watkins is calling from her place of work. 
She had divorced Homer’s father, and is now married to a Mr. Evans, Thus her name is Emily 
Evans, She leaves a message asking the doctor to call back. 

D: I am Dr. Aronfy. May I speak with Mrs. Watkins.” 

Voice: “Who?” 

D: “Mrs. Watkins, please. 

Voice: “We don’t have anybody by the name of Mrs. Watkins.” 

D: “Would you please check to see if someone there called a doctor about a sick child named 
Homer Watkins?” 

Voice: “Listen fella! I am very busy and don’t have time to worry about my employees’ per¬ 
sonal problems ” 

(When calling from work, tell my receptionist or my answering service whom to ask for when 
I call back: Emily, or Mrs. Evans.) 

8) THE DRUG STORE SCRAMBLE: 

D: “I will be glad to call in a medication for your child. Which drug store would you like me 
to call?” 

P: “People's Drug Store.” 

D: “Which People’s Drug Store?” 

P: “The one on Annapolis Road.” 

D: “There are several on Annapolis Road. Which one?” 

P: “You know; the one across from the bank. 

D: “Which bank?” 

(Have your drug store's telephone number ready before you call your doctor.) 

Let me empasize that most of our patients are kind and courteous \vhen they call. The 
above types are a small minority.

stormwater and sediment con¬ 
trol matters, gave Beltway De¬ 
velopers various compliance dead¬

1987 issue of the News Re>iew, 
Bob Duncan of the county execu¬ 
tive's staff said that these sites 
were no longer in the picture 
but that “it was his undemand¬ 
ing that a likely condition for 
any transaction with Brown 
would involve his acquiring a 
suitable property, and then mak¬ 
ing improvements to that prop¬ 
erty to meet school board speci¬ 
fications,” 

It appeared at the time that 
the school board staff would not 
move ahead on any relocation of 
the bus lot. They said the sites 
offered by the county were lo¬ 
cated too far from the student 
population in the area served by 
the lot—Greenbelt, College Park, 
Hyattsville, and Berwyn. School 
officials felt they could live with 
the present location, Wx ich they 
believed did not add to the con¬ 
gestion along Greenbelt Road, 
particularly during afternoon 
hours. 

School officials were also con¬ 
cerned over Brown's ianu use 
plans for the property. They 
feared that if anything were 
built on the property, some kind 
or slope might be created close 
to the Greenbelt Middle School, 
which is adjacent to the bus lot. 


Beltway Plaza Developers in¬ 
dicated to the city recently that 
if the land trade were realized, 
and after corrective measures 
are taken to eliminate the steep 
slope, the bus lot site would be 
used for additional parking. 

Brown told the News Review 
that he is also considering a 
building that might be built into 
the slope and thus serve as a 
stabilizer. Brown explained that 
he needed to get more value from 
the bus lot land because of the 
prohibitive costs of his buying 
the golf course tract, developing 
tne new bus lot facility fo^ the 
school system and erecting im¬ 
provements over and above those 
at the present bus lot location. 

Brown contended that the pres¬ 
ent bus lot operation on Green¬ 
belt Road constituted the heav¬ 
iest commercial use of the land, 
with over 100 buses, employee 
ears and gasoline trucks enter¬ 
ing and leaving the lot. The 
Greenbelt Road school bus lot 
is zoned rural planned commun¬ 
ity (RPC). Rezoning would be 
required for any commercial use 
of the property.

would be relocated to a site on 
University Boulevard and Met- 
zerott Road. Beltway Plaza De¬ 
velopers would then grade the 
steep hill adjacent to the plaza. 

Wilson noted that while there 
were benefits to stabilizing the 
hill, “these must be weighed 
against the risk that such an 
acquisition might open the door 
to Beltway Plaza expansion.” 

APB members diseased var¬ 
ious conditions to accompany 
such a transfer.

JOE'S TIPS OF THE WEEK 

Hello Again, 

When implementing a preventative maintenance program on 
your vehicle, the differential must be considered (rear end for 
short). All too often we hear comments like “I didn’t know it had 
fluid in it." Well, the differential is kind of forgotten about, but 
it still requires preventative maintenance servicing. The differ¬ 
ential incorporates a gear drive combination and sets of tapered 
roller bearings, and on some vehicles, axle bearings as well. The 
lubricant that’s serviced is heavy in viscosity, not like motor oil. 
Most common is 80-120 gear lubricant; some applications are dif¬ 
ferent depending on what type of differential you have — open 
type or positive traction. An additive might need to be added for 
longevity and for inhibiting premature oil breakdown. 

The service procedure is simple: Just remove cover and ex¬ 
tract old lubricant with a suction gun, and drain wash out area 
to best condition. Visually inspect re-seal area and add gear oil. 
There is no filter incorporated in this unit.
